GERMANY DEFEATS 


HEfi« IN FIGHT 


Six Thousand Natives Beaten 


in Battle With 2,000 


Troops. 


Berlin, Aug. 18.—Four columns of 


German troops attacked the Herroroc 
near Hamikarl, German Southwest 
Africa, on the night of Aug. 11. The 
fighting continued! all day Aug. 12. 
The natives were defeated with heavy 
losses. 
Five.German officers,'includ- 


ing Count Von Arnirii, and nineteen 
men -were killed. 
Two are missing, 


Thousands ot- cattle-,-were captured, 
General Von Trotha, dispatching the 
particulars of the battle from Mama- 
kari adds that his soldiers foughl 
with th'e greatest bravery. 


The natives who numbered about 


8,000 fighting men under old Chief 
Samuel 
Mahereroj 
to whom 
the 


younger leaders had 
turned 
after 


their former reverses, were concen- 
trated in the Waterberg mountains. 
With their women, children and 
flocks they occupied a plain of mead- 
owland roughly, estimated at 250,- 
000 acres, on which they had 50,- 
000 head of cattle and 50,000 sneep, 
goats, etc. - The approaches to the 
plain were difficult passes BO that 
the Germans had severe work forc- 
ing them.

Speucerville, Ind., Aug 10.—Hon. 


Samuel S. ShUtt, for many years a 
foremost 6gTire in business and polit- 
ical circles of Deknlb county 
and 


northern Indiana, died at his home In 
this place at 4:30 o'clock Monday 
afternoon at tho ago ot 71 years. Mr. 
Shutt's death wns dug to Bright's 
disease which first mndo Itself mani- 
fest in April, but he was able to 
36 about 'uotil a week prior to his 
death.' 


Mr. Shutt was born 
In Summit 


county, Ohio, February 3,1833, and 
camo with his parents In. 1848 to 
Spencervillo. 
He was educated In 


the common schools and in tho Tort 
Wayne high school, and 
later en- 


gaged in teaching, first In Iowa and 
ater In Indiana. 
In 1869 Mr. Shutt 


abandoned his profession to go to Ca.1- 
fornia where the mining fields of- 
fered a tempting outlook for 
the 


amassing of wealth. 
He remained 


n> the west eight years, during which 
;ime he dug: n- fortune from the earth, 
and then returned to Indiana, pur- 
chasing extensive real estate hold- 
ings in the vicinity of Spencervillo. 


It was at this time that Mr. Shutt 


jcgnn. taking an active interest In 
jubllc affairs. 
He was a democrat 


in politics, and was 1m 1871 nnd again 
in 1878 elected by his county as a 
representative In the state legisla- 
;ure. 
His public career was highly 


useful, for he was a man of broad 
ideas, sound judgment, fluen>t speech 
and kindly personality that 
made 


him popular and widely known. His 
real estate investments were thriftily 
landled and hie wealth grew rapidly. 
Though giving to his farms his first 
attention, Mr. Shutt was also Identi- 
fied with other business enterprises. 
He was a stockholder in the White 
National bank of 3?ort Wayne, the 
Qarrett ban>k, and a number of min- 
ing enterprises, as well as the Hicks 
Gold and Silver Extraction company, 
of Fort Wayne. 


Mr. Uhiitt was united In marriage 


In 1872 to Miss Rebecca Jane Sech- 
ler, of Spei*5erville. 
A little son 


was born to them, but the child died 
at the age of six years, and the wife 
and mother died in 1893.

was one of a family of nine children, 
but one of whom survives him—Dan- 
iel Shutt, of 
Spring Vnlley, Wis.

weekly crop report as follows: 


Rain would provo beneficial gener- 


ally throughout the corn belt over a 
large part of which, more particular- 
ly the southern and. eastern portions, 
corn is suffering more or less serious- 
ly from 
drought. 
In the central 


Missouri valley, while needing rain, 
corn has made good growth and is in 
promising condition, but In the Ohio 
valley and Tennessee there has been 
a marked deterioration in the condi- 
tion of the crop, some in Indiana hav- 
ing been injured beyond recovery. 


Tobacco has suffered much from 


drought in the Ohio valley, but has 
made satisfactory 
progress in the 


middle Atlantic states and Now Eng- 
land. Cutting is in progress In Ohio 
and Virginia. As a rule a light crop 
of apples is promised J^i the central 
valleys.
